Monck wants to propose a text amendment to the
ordinance. Monck proposed the following text amendment to Boone County subdivision
Ordinance 4.01.07 Proposed amendment would add the following language.

.1 Procedural Variance. Where a proposed subdivision would contain three (3) or

less parcels or lots of land and no new streets or infrastructure, the preparation of a

Preliminary Plat may be waived by the Boone County Board of Supervisors. Meier

commented he did not support the amendment even though he suggested waiving

the preliminary plat for Pfeffer Subdivision as county staff had been negligent in
advising Pfeffer of the need to get approval jointly as the process proceeded with

Ames. He believes county ie: planning and zoning, auditor’s office and other

departments need to be clear about process by keeping an interdepartmental

tracking sheet _affixed to the subdivision folder.

RESOLUTION SUMMARY — TO VACATE THE EAST/WEST PORTION OF HEINRICH DRIVE IN SECTION 23-84-25
AND TRANSFER SAME TO ABUTTING PROPERTY OWNERS SUBJECT TO EXISTING UTILITY EASEMENTS

WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors received a petition from Swisher
Properties to vacate the east west section of Heinrich Drive, and

WHEREAS, Swisher properties owns all property abutting the roadway there was no
access being restricted, and

WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors have had the County Engineer
generate a Plat of Vacancy (Attachment A) to this resolution showing exactly what is to be
returned to the abutting landowner, and

WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors want to make clear that any
existing utilities within the right-of-way of the existing roadway shall continue to have the
right to access those utilities and make the necessary repairs and upgrades. Any disturbed
pavement will have to be replaced by the utility or their subcontractor.

WHEREAS, the Boone County Board of Supervisors are aware that ditches on this
portion of road were recently cleaned by Boone County to allow drainage of a tile from Mid
States Steel. They expect Swisher Properties to allow Mid States to clean that drainage out
in the future if necessary.

BE IT RESOLVED Boone County will vacate the east west portion of Heinrich Drive
as shown on the plat of Vacancy attached to this resolution subject to any and all utility
easements contained therein, and continued drainage agreements with Mid States Steel or
its assigns.

BE IT FURTHER RESOLVED that this resolution when recorded shall be the
instrument of transfer of vacated right-of-way to Swisher Properties, and that Chet
Hollingshead, Chairman of Boone Board of Supervisors, and Philippe E. Meier, County
Auditor, are hereby authorized and directed to sign this resolution and directed to cause it
to be filed with the Boone County Recorder. This resolution with Attachment A is the
complete record of this vacation and transfer.
